opta the mind to benevolence, and dilpofe it for 
contemplation, | was wandering in a beautiful 
and romantic country, till curiofity began to give 
way to wearinefs; and I fat me down on the 
fragment of a rock, overgrown with mofs where 
the raftling of the falling leaves, the dafhing of 
waters, and che hum of the diftant city, foothed 
my mind in the molt perfect tranquility, and leep 
infenfibly ftole upon me, as I was indulging the 
agreeable reviries which the objects around me na- 
turally infpired. 

I immediately found myfelf in a valt extended 
plain, inthe middle of which arofe a mountain 
higher than I had before any conception of. It 
was covered with a multitude of people, chiefly 
youth ; many of whom prefled forwards with the 
livelieft expreflion of ardour in their countenance, 
though the way was in many places fleep and ciffi- 
celt. I obferved that thofe who had bat juit began 
toclimb the hill thought themfelves not far from 
tictop; but asthey proceeded, new hills were 
continually riGing to their view, and the fusmit of 
the -higheft, they could before difcern, feemed 
but the foot of another, till the mountain at length 
appeared to lofe itlelf in the clouds. As I was 
looking on thele things with altonifhment, my 
goed genius fuddenly appeared: The mountain 
before thee, faid he, is the bill of fcience, on the 
top is the temple of truth, whofe.head is above 
the clouds, and a veil of pore light covers her 
face. Obierve the progrefs of her votaries; be 
filent and attentive. 

1 fawthat the only regular approach to the 
mountain was by a gate, called the gate of lan- 
guages. It waskept by a woman of a penfive and 
thoughtful appearance, whole lips were contigual- 
ly moving, as though fhe repeated fomethiog to 
herfelf: her name was Memory. On encering 
this firfl inclofure, I was Runned with a confufed 
murmar of jarring voices, ‘aid diffonant founds ; 
which encrealed epon me, to fuch a degree that | 
was otterly confounded, and could compare the 
noile to nothing but the confufion of tongues at 
Babel. The road was alfo rough and ftony ; and 
rendered more difficult by heaps of rubbith conti- 
nvally tumbled down from the higher parts of the 
mountain; and beoken ruins of ancient buildings, 
which the travellers were obliged to climb over 
at every ikep; infomuch that many, difgufted with 
fo rough a beginning, turned back, and attempted 
the mountain no more; while others, having con- 
qiered this difficulty, had no fpirits to afcend fur- 
ther, and fitting down on fome fragment of the 
rubbifh, harrangued the multitude below with 
the greatefh marks of importance and felf compla- 
cency. 

About halfway wp the hill I obferved on each 
fide the path of a thick foreit covered with conti- 
nval fogs, and cut into labyrinths, ¢rofs alleys, 
and jerpentine walks, entangled with thorns and 
briars; this was called the wood of error: Abd I 
heard the voices*of many who were toft up and 
vOwa init, calling to one another, and endeavor- 
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many places (hot their boughs over the path, anda 
thick mitt often reited upon it; yet never fo much 
bas that it was difcernable by the light which 
beamed from the countenance of truth, 

In the pleafanteit part of the mountain were 
placed the bowers of the mules, whole office it 
was to cheer the fpirits of the travellers, and en- 
courage their fainting fteps with tongs trom their 
divine harps. Not far fram hence were the fields 
of Fiction, filled with a variety of wild flowers 
{pringing up with the pgreatelt luxuriancy, of rich- 
er {cents and brighter colors than I had obferved 
inany other climate; and near them was the dark

a bright moonthine ; this gave it a pleaiingly ro- 
mantic air for thofe who delighted in contempla- 
tion, The paths and alleys were perplexed with 
intricate winding, and were all terminated with 
the ftatue of a Grace, a Virtue, or a Mofe. 

Alter | had oblerved thefe things, Il surned my 
eye tuwards the muliutade who were climbing the 
fteep alcent, and oblerved among them a youth, 
of lively look, a piercing eye, and fomething fi- 
ery and isregalar in all his mouons. His same 
was Genius; he darted like an eagle up the 
mountains, and left his companions gazing after 
him with envy and admiration: But his progre(s 
was unequal, and ioterrupted by a thouiand capii- 
ces. When pleafure warbied inthe valley, he 
mingled in her train. Wheo pride beckoned to- 
ward the precipice, he ventured to the tottering edge. 
He delighted in devious aud untied paths, and 
madeio many excurfions from the road, chat his fee- 
ble companions often ovtitripped him. I obferved 
that the mules beheld him with partiallity 5 bat 
trote often frowned, and turned afide her face.— 
While Genius wasthus wattiog his ftrength in 
eccentric flights, I {aw a perion of a very diffezent 
appearance named Application, He crept along 
witcha flow.and unremitted pace, his eyes fixed on 
the top of the mountain patiently removing eve- 
ry fone that obilrudted his way, wil he faw mott 
of thofe below who had at firit derided his flow and 
toilfome progrefs. Indeed there were few who 
alcended the hill with equal and uninterrupted 
fteadinefs, for befide the difficulties of the way, 
they were continually folicited to turn afide by a 
numerous crewd of appetites, paflions, and plea- 
fures, whofe imporiunity, when they had once 
complied with, they became lefs and lefs able to 
refilt; and though they often returned to the path, 
the afperities of the road were more feverely felt, 
the hill appeared more tieep and rugged, the 
fruits which were wholefome and refrefhing, feem- 
ed harh and ill taflez, their feet tript at every lit- 
tle obftru€tion. 

I faw with fome furprize, that the mufes whofe 
bufinefs was to clieer and encourage thofe who 
were toiling up the afcent, would often fing inthe 
bowers of pleafure, and accompany thole who 
were enticed away at the call of the paffions ; they 
accompanied them, however, but a_ little 
way, and always forfook them when they lof 
fight of the hill. ‘The tyrants then doubled their 
chaing upon the ahappy captives and led them 
away, without refiflance, to the cells of igno- 











feducers, who were endeavoring to draw away 
the votaries of truth from the path of fcience; 
there was one fo little formidable in her appear-

Indolence, (for fo the was called) far from pro- 
ceeding to open heftilities,did not attempt to turn 
their feet out of the “path, but contenced herfelf 
with retarding vheir progrefs ; and the purpoic the 
could not force them to abandon, the perfuaded 
them to delay. Mer touch had a power, like that 
of the Torpedo, which withered the flrength of 
thofe who came within its influence. Her unhap- 
py captives fhil torned their faces towards the 
temple; and always hoped to arrive there; but 
the ground feemed to flive from beneath their feet, 
and they found themfelves at the bottom before 
they had fofpected they had changed their place, 
Uhe placid ferenity, which at firt appeared in 
their countenance, changed by degrees Intec 4 me- 
lancholy Janguor, which was tinged with deeper 
and detper yloom, as they glided down the fream 
of infignificance: A dark and floggiffY water, 
which is curled by no breeze, and ealivened by 
no murmur, till it falls into a dead fea, where 
Rartled, paflengers are awakened by the fhock, 
and the next moment beried in the gulph of obli- 
vion.

rier’s defection, which has cauled the defeat and 
almoft entire diffolution of the French army. 

‘* The enemy has entered the French terri. 
tory, and the relult is wifely hid from us 
Two of the motft dreadful calamities that can 
befall a country, feem to invade the Southern 
Department; civil wars have commenced, 
and famine threatens them.” 

New-Bedford, Wednefday, 10 o’clock, P. M.
